Marxist Doctrine Attacked

Professor Michael K. Oliver of the Department of Political Science began an address to 
McGiir students at Hlllel by defying Marx and his doctrines. He asserted that a democratic 
government, as exists in the United States and Canada,, does hot exploit the working people. 



Continuing in this * line of 
thought, he stated that the pur- 
pose of a constitutional democra- 
cy is to distribute and control 
political power. 

Oliver claimed that our system 
of government is based on the the- 
ory of laissez-faire whereby the 
economy is determined by com- 
peting units. There is no dicta- 
torship, and an equilibrium, or 
balance, of power is attained. 
COMPOSITION 

In iorder to obtain this balance, 
a democratic society is composed 
of various political parties, each 
of which presents a political plat- 
form to the voters. This party 
platform is adopted with the peo- 
ple in mind. Consequently, these 
political parties bring the ideas 
of the population together so that 
a common policy may be formed. 

He then commented on the views 
of David Rcissman who believes 
that in a mass society only a few 
people arc in a position to have 
their political convictions brought 
into public focus. Reissman ad- 
vocates that political parties re-

present the many fragments of a 
society. Politicians- are not great 
leaders, they merely accumulate 

the various ideas. With this in 
mind it would appear that politics 
is a synonym for the collection 
of ideas. 

CONCENTRATION 

According to C. Mills, he stated, 
the power concentration in the Un- 
ited States is inadequate for spread, 
ing policies to the general public. 
There are three elites which com- 
bine to form one central ruling 
class. The first of these groups 
is the corporation leaders, the 
second; the militia and congress, 
and the third is thé éxeeutive of 
the federal government This sys- 
tem has two major weaknesses, 
ft produces an inequality of po- 
wer, and no difference between 
the top and lower levels of im- 
portance of issues, because a sub- 
jective judgement is essential. 
CANADIAN 

The Canadian system of politics 
is not unlike that of the U.S., Oli- 
ver declared. In Canada, the mili- 
tia Is not as important as it is 
to our southern neighbours. Here 
we have an Independent civil ser- 
vice which fùnctïons as a part of 
the government in power. There 
is a more genuine pluralism, be- 
cause the French and English act 
to prevent a complete coalition. 
QUESTIONS 

In a question period following 
the speech, the subject of French 
Canada was broached. Oliver point- 



ed out thQt French Canadians, ha 
ve'30% of the total vote. This gives 
them the hope of creating a satis- 
factory political sphere where po- 
litical control is possible. He said 
that they are against the fact 
that their parties are not count- 
ed in the econemlc elite of the 
country.

A constitution establishing the McGill committee of a Ca- 
nadian organization similar in aims, but not in backing, to 
President Kennedy's Peace Corps was approved at last night's 
meeting of the Students' Executive Council. 



The Canadian University Servi 
ce Organization is. composed of 
member organizations such as the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students, the Canadian 
division of World University Ser- 
vice, the Student Christian Move- 
ment and Canadian Overseas Vo- 
lunteers. 

It will recruit volunteers from 
Canadian university graduating 
classes in Arts, Science and the 
professional faculties to serve in 
Asian and African countries for 
a two year period. 

PRESIDENT 

The national president . of NF- 
CUS, Walter Maclean, was in at- 
tendance at the SEC meeting to 
describe the functions of the new 
organization. 

Volunteers will be sent by invi- 
tation of the ' participating coun- 
try only. Already, requests for 
50 doctors and 30 engineers have 
been received from Nigeria and 
India respectively. 

It is expected that 150 invita- 
tions will be received by early 
next year. 

Volunteers will be paid the cost 
of transportation and a salary ba- 
sed on the wage scale and cost 
of living of the host nation. They 
will work on specific projects for 
which their skills are suited, not 
on general .social work. 
WEST AFRICA 

Some countries such as the West 
African nations will pay the cost 
of transportation and wages; In- 
dia will pay wages, but not trans- 
portation, , and poorer countries 
such as Borneo will not bear any. 
of the cost. 

, Funds solicited from industry 
and government will pay the re- 
maining costs of the project, but 
Maclean stressed that CUSO 
will in no way be a government 
organization. 

The McGill Committee will con- 
sist three boards: An execu- 



tive board, an advisory board and 
a selection board. 

EXECUTIVES 

On the executive board. will be 
representatives of NFCUS, WUS, 
SCM and the External Affairs Of* 
ficer of the SEC. 

The selection board will be com- 
prised of three professors, the 
President and Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Students* Society, the chahr- 
man of the Executive Board and 
one overseas student, to be ap- 
pointed by the executive board. 

The main function of the Mc- 
Gill committee will be to receive 
and process applications and choo- 
se the McGill participants. 

It is not yet determined whe- 
ther the CUSO students will be 
chosen from tlie various univer- 
sities on a proportional basis. "Wo 
are waiting for further indications" 
Maclean stated. 

FURTHER DETAILS 

Further details of the CUSO pro- 
ject will be announced next week. 

Although approval of the CUSO 
constitution was unanimous, mis- 
givings were expressed by some 
SEC members. 

Faculty of Graduate Studies Bc- 
presentative Oded Frcnkcl said 
he feared that underdeveloped na* 
tions would be disappointed by 
the CUSO students. "The U.N. on- 
ly sends' out engineers with 10 or 
15 years, experience — I only 
hope, they know what they're go- 
ing to get.^' 

NOTIFICATION 

The SEC also received notifi- 
cation last night that the Board 
of Governors has decided to con- 
tribute $3000 towards the cost 
of the sociological . survey of Mc- 
Gill students sponsored by the 
Students' Society. 

The. SBC had resolved to bear 
the whole $4200 cost of the survey 
if necessary. A motion thanking 
the Board of Governors 'for its 
generous contribution was passed 
unanimously by the Council. 



NFCUS Substitutes Soviet Tours 
With Voyages To Ja|)ân, Americas 

The National Federation of Canadian University Students announced this week plans to 
sponsor study '^ours to Japan and Latin America to replace the NFCUS tour of the Soviet Union. 



J. P. Jinchereau,. NFCUS travel 
director, explained that the Soviet 
Tour was dropped because of sud- 
den loss of interest last year. It 
had been quite successful for the 
three years of its operation, but 
student response in 1060-61 was 
poor. 

However, the Soviet. Tour has 
not been completely dropped. It 
could be resumed next year. 
TOUR LEAVES 

"The Japanese tour leaves in 
June," explained Jinchereau, "and 
visits Osaka, Kyoto, Tokyo, Hiro- 
shima, and Nagasaki as well as 
other Japanese centres. There will 
be sufficient time in each city to 
travel about the community and to 
spend'time.meeting with the Japa- 
nese people." 

"The same applies for the Latin 
America tour", he added. Students 



will visit Panama, Peru, Bolivia, 
Chile, Argentina and Brazil, but In 
each country sufficient time is set 
aside so that participants will be 
able to pursue their own interests. 

The tours, operated in co-opera- 
tion with the United States Na- 
tional Students' Association, last 
for approximately six weeks each. 
The Japanese tour is $1,150 and 
the Latin American tour çosts 
$850. 

THIRD TOUR 

A third tour, now in its 11th 
consecutive year, Is the Central 
European, which includes visits to 
England, Holland, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Switzerland, Italy and France. 
It lasts for approximately two and 
a half months. 

"The NFCUS Travel Department 
is not a commercial agency," said 
Jinchereau, "although wc do carry 



out a function similar to such or- 
ganizations. 

"We are serving the student in 
many ways which the ordinary 
agency just docs not, will not, or 
can not do. Students are our ex- 
clusive responsibility."

A Voice For The SEC 



Dear Madam : 

I feel it is important that I 
comment on Tuesday's editorial, 
which I foci was irresponsible 
and .shinileruiis. 

The author claims that "Mili- 
tant Apathy is reflected in hcin(; 
unmoved by student "leaders" 
who never show their faces be- 
tween elections and then only 
in photographs". The latter part 
of this sentence is completely 
untrue. Executive members of 
council have spolcen in several 
public meetings and in. classes 
this autumn. 

The next blast of your editor- 
ial is aimed at closed SEC 
meetings. Of course the author 
doesn't explain why he doesn't 
lilce them closed, nor does he 
even consider the obvious diffi- 
culties involved in holding open 
ones. I should point out that 
SEC meeting are not in fact 
closed, in the sense that if some- 
one wishes to attend and has a 
valid reason, he may do so, pro- 
viding he sees me beforehand. 

The writer then goes on, to 
criticite the Council and student 
leaders for their "Deliberate 
Dullness". This year your Stu- 
dents' Executive Council has de- 
cided to sponsor a Sociological 
Survey on campus; it is in the 
process of setting up a Montreal- 
wide radio outlet; it has started 
inter-University activities on an 
organized basis: it provides 
scholarships and bursaries for 
foreign and local students; it is 
looking into the establishment of 
a tutorial system; it is fighting 
the battle for the new Union — 
the list could go on and on.

If so, please 
come up with some positive sug- 
gestions and don't waste your 
time and Daily space with such 
tripe as "Militant Apathy". 

I should mention that at the 
Presidents' Banquet on Novem- 
ber 9th. there was time specific- 
ally set aside for questions and 
comments concerning the SEC. 
Why didn't the Daily managing 
board members como up with 
suggestions then? Why did they 
apathetically take no Interest in 
the proceedings? 

In closing, I would like to ask 
the author of "Militant Apathy" 
to think. I would ask him to 
think of his responsibility as a 



senior rcspresentativc of a news- 
paper, to think of what he can 
do to solve the apathy problem, 
to think of the harm done by 
editorials such as the one he 
wrote, and to think of doing 
some investigation of facts be- 
fore he flies off the handle. As 
is obvious from "Militant Apa- 
thy", he never has thought of 
these things before.

Rather, he 
was much more concerned with 
the defeatist attitude of "Red or 
Dead", the conception of the 
"dignity of man" as the essential 
core of Western ideology (and 
he stressed this latter point), 
and the threat of China, not 
Russia, to this basis of Western 
Civilization.

Yes, I 
think he had this in mind in the 
following manner: he was at- 
tempting to provide a little pill, 
so to speak, to soothe away the 
anxieties of those poor mlxed-up 
souls who don't know where 
they stand, and would like to 
be assured that Communism, So- 
cialism, etc., etc. is non-4;xist- 
ent, and finally, do not want to 
be reminded of their fears arous- 
ed by this new challenge to our 
society.

WUS IN AFRICA 

In Africa, for example, where 
oung universities, many of them 
ounded in the past ten years, arc 
eveloping at a rapid pace, but are 
cvercly limited in their progress 
y the vast distances which scp- 
rate them and lessen the possibi- 
ities for contact and exchange of 
imvs, WUS since 1954, has helped 
nstitutc great strides forward. 

'V^S groups, initially formed in 
last 'Africa, Ghana, Nigeria and 
lie Sudan, in 1955 sponsored a 
tudy tour in Europe for a number 
f 'African student leaders; in De- 
erober of that year, an intcrna- 
ional WUS conference was held 
t the University College of Ghana 
n "The Role and Responsibility 
f the University in Africa". 

In South Africa, WUS has ac- 
Ively assisted a programme ad- 
linistered i)y the National Union 
f South African Students to pro- 
ide medical scholarships for 
ifrican students at the University 
f Witwatersrand, and in 1959 
ponsored a workshop conference 
n '^he University's Role in Com- 
lunlty Development" at the Uni- 



versity College of Sierra Leone, as 
well as three international work- 
camps in Ghana. 

SEMINAR 

Another form of this mutual aid 
programme is the International 
Seminar, an annual event spon- 
sored by WUSC (Canada). Se- 
minars have so far been held in 
such places as Japan, the West 
Indies, Sweden, Israel, as well as 
Canada. Led by educational lead- 
ers of Canada as well as the coun- 
try being studied, these seminars 
arc aimed at furthering the under- 
standing of the delegates to the 
problems being faced, and through 
these delegates,'the Canadian stu- 
dent at large. This year's seminar, 
for example is being held in Po- 
land, and one of the co-leaders is 
Professor J. 'J. Dcutsch of Queen's 
University. 

POLICIES 

The programme and policies of 
WUS are established by the inter- 
national General Assembly, the Or- 
ganization's supreme governing 
body. Meeting once a year, the As- 
sembly draws broad-based partici- 
pation from university communi- 
ties associated with the work of 
WUS. Hesponsibility for the Im- 
plementation of the Organization's 
policy is vested in the Interna- 
tional Executive Committee and a 
permanent secretariat in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

Some of the countries in which 
WUS activities arc carried out are: 
Australia, Belgium, British Guiana, 
Burma, Canada, Ceylon, Denmark, 
East Africa, Finland, Ftance, Ger- 
many, Ghana, Greece, Hong Kong, 
Indi.T, Indonesia, Israel, Italy, Ja- 
pan, ICorca, Lebanon, Malaya, Ne- 
pal, Netherlands, New Zealand, Ni^ 
geria, Norway, Pakistan, Philip- 
pines, Sierra Leone, Sudan, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Tliailand, United 
Arab Republic, Union of South 
Africa, United Kingdom, United 
States of America, Vietnam, West 
Indies and Yugoslavia.

$120 for fine Persian rugs. There 
is no admission charge.

Jean Anouilh is one of 
France today. He is capable of 
Gallic brand of artlessly artful 

But what is more unusual ab- 
out this man, is that he has a 
sixth sense about the theatre 
and how it operates in terms 
of popular fad and fallacy. His 
plays are almost invariably sue- 
esses whether he is experiment- 
ing with modem adaptations of 
Greek tragedies or indulging a 
benignly middle-aged whim to 
affirm the exuberant triumphs 
or follies of youth. He can han- 
dle burlesque, utter farce, high 
comedy, low comedy, the come- 
dy of manners, and yes, even 
slapstick. 

He has remained oblivious to 
many of the shallow eceenlrici- 
ties of the French theatre since 
1040 such as the libidinal ex- 
cesses translated into amorphous 
and highblown nonsense of a 
Cocteau; the drably unsuccess- 
ful and abstruse philosophizing 
of a Sartre; the frequent clum-

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tacles of a Giradoux; and so on. 
In fact, from the tone of many 
of Anouilh's plays, he made the 
high art of dabbling in the thea- 
tre legitimate. Thieves' Carnival, 
being the stylized type of play 
it is, shows the theatrical de- 
signs of Anouilh in a typical 
light. 

The play itself is a working 

model of various types of comic 
technique thrown together in 
such a way as to offer the ac- 
tor a maximum of opportunities 
to romp through their comic 
paces. The plot is absurdly trite, 
but this is also part of Anouilh's 
fun. He has a mischievously iro- 
nic vision of a corrupt worid 
in which everything is open to 
criticism but nothing to complete 
condemnation. 

NOT SATIRE 
The play is sot a sathre; it is 
far too innocently put. together. 
Anouilh docs not judge; he re- 
mains the compulsive artificer, 
the comic interpreter of a baf- 
fling and sordid code which no 
one can entirely decipher or ma- 
ke sense of. Essentially, in thea- 
trical terms, it is meant to be a 
rollicking display of technical 
virtuousily, a potpourri of comic 
conventions given an occasion- 
ally interesting twist by the old 
master constantly snickering to 
himself in the wings. 
Thieves' Carnival, however. 



Nell Shee's Petcrbono, self-ap- 
pointed leader of a union of 
thieves, although effective, was 
often too flat a portrayal, too 
sparse a characterization to meet 
the needs of the play. What 
emerged from the highly comic 
scenes between Petcrbono and 
Hector,- played by Victor Fascio, 
was a discouragingly loose bur- 
lesque which might have been 
improved considerably by a pros- 
cenium production; but never- 
theless to my mind, the near 
slapstick exchanges and styli- 
zed bits of business between the 
two of them lacked that neces- 
sary quality of spontaneity which 
is so important in playing such 
an obviously contrived farce. 
Much of the fault in this case 
was Anouilh's, however, having 
been guilty of keying his co- 
medy to such an obvious and 
vaudevilllan level. 

ACTORS EFFECTIVE 
Considering the unsuitability 
of Thieves' Carnival to amateur 
production, most of the acting 
In the play managed to carry 
the material and convey U to 
the audience in a inore than 
merely presentable fashion. Eli- 
zabeth Hcscltine as Lady Hurf, 
Michelle Bcausang as Juliette, 
and Jim Khazzam as Dupont Du- 
fort Sr. gave enjoyable perfor- 
mances in their roles, and the 
appropriately cmpathetic clari- 
net music of Albert Kovitz as 



considered as a whole. Is not ' .the Musician was humourously 
that entrancing a piece of work, appropriate 



For one thing, it requires a cast 
of brilliant professionals cap- 
able of making a truly enter- 
taining evening out of a tire- 
some comedy of manners. The 
Players' Club production of It, 
in spite of efforts by a deter- 
mined cast, missed the mark by 
a considerable margin. I found 
the staging colourful If some- 
what forced, the play being hard 
ly suited ' to :an -jârenâ^stagëf 



Mr. Baker's direction was, as 
usual, effectively suited to the 
arena-type staging.

How- 
ever, of a total of seven penalties 
Sir George picked up five. The 
Braves were outshot 52-36. 

With a little refinement of their 
passing patterns and defensive 
plays, the team is capable of rising 
to great heights. Goalie Bruce 
Glencross and right winger Bob 
Shatilla were by far the outstand- 
ing players for the Braves, while 
Dick Sharley, Steve Molson, Gordie 
Potter, and Jacques Corbeii, all 
turned in creditable games.
